But call it subsidy“ since there 
are those who prefer to appeal to 
mistaken prejudice rather than 
make frank and logical argument. 
We might so call the annual loss of 
fifty millions which ‘we are * 
ing now without protest to 
who most abhor it. We might as 
well call that a “subsidy.” If so, 
I am proposing to cut it in half,

GOVERNMENT AUDIT

It provides that ship lines re- 
ceiving government aid must have 
their actual investment and their 


operating expenses audited by the 
government, that government aid 
will only be paid until the shipping 
enterprise earns 10 per cent on ac- 
tual capital employed, and im- 
mediately that when more than 10 
per cent earning is reached half 
of the excess earnings must be ap- 
plied to the repayment of the gov- 
ernment aid which has been pre- 
viously advanced. 
Thus the possible earnings. are 
limited to a very reasonable amount 
if capital is to be risked and man- 
agement is to be attracted.
